WASHINGTON LETTER 


[From our Rogulsr Correspondent.] 

Washington, November 28. 

It is already apparent that the subject 
of immigration is to ocoupy a very promi¬ 
nent plaee In the deliberations of the 
eoming sessions of Congress. The pub¬ 
lications consequent upon the cholera 
quarantine had the effect of opening the 
eyes of many to the enormous number 
of immigrants, many of them of the sort 
that can by no stretch of the imagination 
be considered desirable additions to the 
population, and Senators and Represen¬ 
tatives now realize that something must 
be done, and quickly, If a very trouble¬ 
some era is to be avoided. It is gener¬ 
ally oonceded that the present immigra¬ 
tion laws, even if strictly enforced, which 
labor leaders charge is not done, are In¬ 
sufficient. 

There are already a number of men in 
both Senate ana House who favor an ab¬ 
solute prohibition of immigration for a 
stated period of years as the best thing 
that can be done, and if partisan politics 
can be kept out of the question It is be¬ 
lieved that a bill embodying that .Idea 
might become a law ; but it *»ill be dif¬ 
ficult to keep politics out of the discus¬ 
sion, and already tbs plank in ths last 
Democratic natioual platform, which 
reads, "We condemn and denounce any 
and all attempts to restrict the in.migra¬ 
tion of the industrious and worthy of 
foreign lands," is being used as an argu¬ 
ment to prevent Democratic members of 
the House committing themselves to the 
support of the prohibitory idea. Ths 
Knights of Labor and other bodies of or¬ 
ganized labor which have pronounced In 
favor of the prohibition of immigration 
will play no small part in the considera¬ 
tion of the matter by Congress, *n«i al¬ 
though they may not succeed in getting a 
prohibitory law passed, the discussion of 
the question is certain tinresult in a better¬ 
ment of the present law, particularly in 
regard to what are kuown as “pauper 
immigrants" and those who come under 
contract, actual or Implied. It is cer¬ 
tainly a questiou worthy of the deepest 
study of our best mluds, for just as sura 
as night follows day there is a period 
beyond which immigration will be a 
menace to the welfare of the Americans, 
born or adopted. Whether that period 
has been reached is what must be. de¬ 
cided by Congress. The report of the 
joint House and Senate, Committee 
which has been investigating this subject 
will be ready soon after Congress meets 
r *nd will start the ball to rolling. 

The fight over the Anti-Option Bill 
will be renewed In the Senate as soon as 
Congreas meets, an i it will not be sur¬ 
prising if there are some sensational de¬ 
nouements In connection therewith. 
The bill is opposed by a minority only, 
but it la a very determined minority, and 
as Vice-President Horton la opposed to 
the adoption of a rule that will shut off 
debate, it may be able to carry out the 
threat Its members are now openly mak¬ 
ing of talking the bill to death, to spite 
of a majority of the 8enate being ready 
to vote for It if given the opportunity. 
The advance guard of a wealthy lobby 
from the great commercial exchangee of 
the large citlee la already to Washington 
prepared to fight the bill with money 
and the ingenuity of the hired profes¬ 
sional lobbyist.
